The Salt Hill 
Murder 


By SIR BASIL THOMSON 


HE murder that was com- 
mitted at Salt Hill, near 
Slough, on January 2, 1845, 
created a deep sensation at the 


“time, because the murderer, John 


Tawell, was a Quaker, a married 
man of comfortable means who 
had formerly been a chemist; 
but to the historian of Scotland 
Yard it is of interest as having 
been the first, or almost. ‘the 
first, criminal case in which that 
new marvel, the electric tele- 
graph, was used by the police. 


Just as in the Crippen case, 
in) which wireless telegraphy 
was uscd for the first time, al- 
most. every scientific discovery 
has been turned to account by 
detective —science—photography, | 
electro-block — printing, X-rays, 
classification of finger prints, 
microscopy, telephony, tele- 
graphy, and wireless, without 
counting the ingenious  ap- 
paratus used for the detecting 
of forgeries and tampering with 
documents, 


The details of the crime were 
squalid enough. John Tawell 
had had relations with. his for- 
Mer servant, ‘Mrs. Sarah Hart, 
who lived with her children near 
Slough. One of-her neighbours, 
hearing stifled groans coming 
from her cottage, went to see 
what was the matter, and met 
Tawell coming down the garden 
path, agitated and trembling. 
She found the woman lying on 
the floor, apparently dying. On 
the table were glasses and a 
bottle, but an examination of 
these showed, no traces of pol- 
son. Nevertheless an analysis 
of the contents of the stomach 
showed the presence of prussic 
acid, :

One suggestion was that, 
the neighbour who had come in 
and administered water to the 
dying woman had caused her to 
choke. 

After a three days’ trial the 
jury found the prisoner guilty. 
He was executed at Aylesbury.

struggle between’ two forces, a 
creation of antagonism. And ‘in 
China this has a great importance; 
is, in fact, the first characteristic 
of the Chinese. Even foreigners 
feel it vaguely; but none explain it 
They feel, even among their 
servants, that there is always an 
effort to keep a sense of dignity; 
they sce how in a simple strect 
fight a climax is reached aa the 
nudience gathers, the motives of 
the participants are completely 
forgotten and the only interest is 
in the struggle for face: who will 
be more subtle, more clever? who 
will manage the more effectively 
to extricate himself? And in this 
attitude is a primitive power. 
Certainly the Chinese have always 
had a very clever control over the 
primitive feelings; a control that 
has been practised by the entire 
people from times of grent anti- 
quity. If these forces are to be 
let free, the emotions allowed full 
play, it must be done cleverly and 
in artistic manner, it must be 
Nnked with the dramatic, the thea- 
trical. And where docs this very 
special importance of. face come 
from? For in China everything 
is explained; nothing is vague but 
our conception. . 

This takes us back to the Yin 
dynasty, 1766-1122 B.C.—a dynaa- 
ty that nearly ended with King 
Wu Yi, a king without virtue, who 
aimed: arrows at Heaven, or rather 
at a leather bottle full of blood 
which he called Heaven. The 
struggle began by a game, Wu Yi 
made n doll representing a human 
being and named it the God of 
Heaven, and with it he played the 
“Game of the Tablet” (a stone of 
five colours, similar to a quail's 
evx was calied a tablet: this stone 
was used to worship the Hundred 
Gods). Whatever the bet was, the 
King wanted supremacy over the 
world, and the God lost the game. 
The winner scoffed at the loser and 
made a bag of ox-skin, filling it 
with blood. He-hung it up and 


Animals, before all a dance to the 
worship of the ancestors; they 
were Worn, tov, when one wished 
to drive away the pestilences. 
Again, it is said: “Confucius had 
a face similar to the mask of an 
exorcist.” This comparison drawn 
between the face of an inspired 
sage and the mask of a sorcerer 
shows the iden there wasn of 
“possession;" all was retained be- 
hind his mnasklike face. A_ story 
is told that the mask originated in 
the state of Pak T'ani in the Chi 
dynasty. The Emperor Hai Tung 
Wang was brave nnd martial, but 
his face was tender and beautiful 
ag -n woman's. Thus he thought 
he had not enough majesty to go 
against hia enemy. He had a 
mask carved (a new face. that 
would give him the mnjesty he felt 
himself doprived of), and this he 
wore to battle. 

This attitude of keeping face 
goes back, perhaps, to the anciént 
festivals when: the two choruses of 
young men and yoting women, op- 
posed, advanced to meet each 
other. Still strangers to each 
other they stood face to face, the 
actors, observed of a whole assem- 
bly; the good repute of’ a whole 
family depended upon their de- 
mennour. They sang, not so much 
concerned by the artistry of their 
creation, but trying, by clever use 
of the popular proverbs, to show 
the superiority of the one group 
over the other. Always there was 
n sort of antagonism: ench side 
tried to sense the other, to adapt 
themsclves, but at the same time 
to show themselves the superior. 
The arrows of opposed armies 
crossed each other in the ‘air. 
Each side in turn flashes its reply: 
no sooner does it return to'the 
first side than it is flung back, to 
be again returned; and this goca 
on ‘till the yame ends. It was a 
duel in which one side tried the 
other: only by trying to excel tho 
other were they in the end united.

She shuts herself up ‘in it and her 
children follow her, A mesaenger, 
clad in mourning, gocs to carry to 
her husband the threat of a collec- 
tivo suicide. The conqueror is 
obliged to renounce the triumph 
which ho intended to celebrate, 
and return to the old customs. He 
confines himself to restoring the 
old alliance of tho rival countries 
in an equalising banquet, and the 
vanquished is neither sacrificed 
nor eaten like a Barbarian. We is 
invited to shnre with the con- 
queror a banquet of seven bullocks, 
seven sheep and seven pigs. The 
old order is reapected and face ik 
paved. 

And another tale, as amusing as 
it is illuminating: The Prince har 
received 2 magnificent present 
from‘a friendly overlord: a great 
marine tortoise. A vassal who 
appenrs at Court feels his index 
finger (the finger with which one 
eats) twitching. ‘Whenever that 
has happened to me," he says, “I 
have always eaten some marvellous 
food.” But the prince. informed 
of the fact, and vexed that the 
vassal should think himself in ad- 
vance sure of having hia share In 
the fenst, nbatains from inviting 
him to the table.
